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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Amendments do not distinguish instant 
claims from prior art of reference and arguments are not persuasive. Applicant argues that William does not teach the recited 
concentration or the potential fill volume. Applicant argues that since the concentration range is not explicitly taught, "The Office MUST 
provide the rationale or evidence to support a showing of inherency". Arguments are not persuasive. It was clearly shown in the Final 
Office Action that Williams is teaching 1) formulations for inhalation comprising a hypertension reducing agent, 2) the unit doses and the 
total daily dose for the said formulations and treatments, 3) inhalation formulations comprising a liquid carrier, the medication and potential 
excipients. Williams does not explicitly disclose the concnetration range in mg/ml, however it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art that the concnetration of an active agent in a liquid base is disclosed in mg/ml. It is also known that the potency of a 
medicament administered by inhalation depends on the device used. For example, if the metered reservior of the metered dose inhaler 
holds 1 ml of a formulation, the required dose HAS to be in the 1 ml dispensed. The same argument also applies to the "fill volume". In 
other words, the prior art of reference provide sufficient informtaion to one of oedinary skill in the art to make and use the invention as 
claimed. Thus claims are not distinguished over the prior art of reference. . 
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
